The city electrician characterizes 
the electrical committee’s approval of 
the contract as “high-handed and out- 
Tageous” and charges that Atlanta 
taxpayers are to be mulcted in the 
next five years on a contract for an 
inferior lighting system. 

Wil) Seek Injunction. 

He tells Mayor Courtland Winn and 
council, in a communication which will 
be read Monday afternoon, that a 
member of the Consumers’ league, now 
being Organized to standardize gas and 
light rates, will seek an injunction to 
prevent the contract going into effect. 

“The committee agreed unanimously 
with me on seven changes, each ap- 
proved by City Attorney Mayson and 
inserted in the contract,” Electrician 
Turner explains, “and at the next 
meeting reversed the dectsion and or- 
derea all the recommendations stricken 
out.

Crisis of the London Conference 
Will Be Reached Today,

TURKEY 1S LIKELY TO YIELD 


Powers Urging Her to Conclude Peace. 
Balkan States Tired of Turkish 
Delay. 


London, December 22—The crisis of 
the peace conference will be reached 
at the session tomorrow. If the Turks 
decide to waive their demand for re- 
victualing Adrianople the allies will 
present their terms for peace. The con- 
ference can then proceed to the dis- 
cussion of its real business. 

Today the Turkish cabinet met and 
telegraphed instructions to the Otto- 
man delegation. All the delegations 
held conference at their hotels and de- 
spatched long cipher telegrams to their 
governments, 

The allies oppose the Turkish re- 
quest for the provisioning of Adria- 
nople, not only for the reason that it 
would give the enemy a great advan- 
tage in even of the resumption of fight- 
ing, which would not have been.earned 
by arms, but on the technical grounds, 
that the delegates have not the power 
to re-open military questions which the 
Tchatalja conferees, who signed the 
armistice, dealt with, 

Believed Turkey WtHll Yield. 

Opening another chapter of warfare 
is a step which the allies do not in- 
vite, but “or which they profess to be 
fully prepared. While suspicion exists

gain time since the conference assem- 
bled, ten days ago, the consensus of 
opinion is that the Turkish government 
will recognize the situation and con- 
clude peace and that the political sit- 
uation in Constantinople dictates that 
course. The advice which the princi- 
pal powers have been giving to Tur- 
key is in the direction of peace. 

The Bulgarians declare that if the 
Turks are not ready to come to terms 
and if none of the powers offers ac- 
ceptable mediation, the allies are ready 
t6 resume the war” timmediately with 
renewed ardor, greater vigor and a 
deeper feeling that they will achieve 
ultimate victory because, as they thein- 
selves express it, they “are fighting 
not only for the independence of the 
Balkans but for western civilization 
against tre traditional eastern enemy” 

Allies Ready to Resume War. 

Among the allies the claim is made 
that their military position has been 
greatly strengthened and if they must 
reopen the war they can master be- 
tween Adrianople and Tchatalja 350,- 
000 men, including 100,000 Bulgartans, 
who are veterans of the November 
battles, 150,000 fresh and well drilled 
Bulgarians anxious to emulate their 
brothers-in-arms, 60,000 Servians and 
40,000 Greeks who can be landed at 
Dedeagatch and Enoz at a moment’s 
notice. 

Most of the military men here be- 
lieve the allies will not attack the 
Tehatalja lines, which have been re- 
inforced with fresh troops and the for- 
tifications strengthened, but will await 
the attacks of the Turks behind their 
intrenchments, while. pressing the 
selge of Adrianople and forcing its 
capitulation.

Athens, December 22.—The governor 
of Tendos, in dispatches today, re- 
ports that the Turkish battleship Tor- 
gut Reis, the cruiser Medjidieh and 
three destroyers appeared at 11 o'clock 
this morning before the entrance of 
the Dardanelles. The warships. re- 
mained under the protection of the 
forts; the destroyers advanced and 
fired twenty shots on Tenedos, where 
the .Turkish inhabitants tried to hoist 
the Turkish flag and put off in boats 
to welcome the warships. 

The small forces of jireek bluejackets 
on the island fired on .e mutineers, 
Killing three of them and wounding 
twelve. Tne Turkish shells did no 
damage, and the destroyers quickly 
retired into the Dardanelles. 

Admiral Countourietis, in a _ § dis- 
patch to the government, expresses the 
opinion that the Turkish  flag- 
ship Kheyr-De-Din-Barbarossa, togeth- 
er with the.battlesnips Messudieh and 
Asser-Tewfik must have been disa- 
bled in the last naval engagement. as 
otherwise, they “woulu have accom. 
panied the fleet today. 

The war office issued a report of 
successful operations before Janina 
Jasting turee days. The Greks beat 
off successive attacks and forced the 
Turks to retire all along the line. The 
report adds that reinforcements are 
being constantly sent forward to aid 
the Greeks in their campaign against 
Janina.

The uproar of Sunday afternoon in 
the prison of police headquarters be- 
came a discordant shout of derision, 
mingled with persona] hoots and jeers, 
when the turnkey opened the heavy 
wicket gate from the outer hall and 
admitted a smail band of religious 
workers, come with a Christmas mes- 
sage for those ensnared by .the law. 

Crowding to the barred doors of the 
cages, even climbing up the iron lat- 
tice work to gain a view of the 
strange sight, the men turned loose 
their battery of street invective, but 
the little group never hesitated. Five 
and girls were among them, 
stepped bravely to thefront

Music Stills Bedlam. 

The music softened the bedlam of 
other -qpund. Respect, interest showed 
on the faces of the listeners—and even 
something deeper. The Dbleared eyes 
of the unkempt figur.s in “Drunkard's 
RKow”’’ were lowered, and the Stories of 
the road, never meant to be told out- 
side a cell or a box car, were cut short 
by the men in “Hobo Hollow,” men 
whose chief boast is a record trip from 
Jacksonville to Chicago, perhaps, and 
whose clotnes bore the dirt of a dozen 
railfoads. 

The first word of the refrain was a 
stimulus as powerful as wine to those 
who heard it. Memories of childhood 
days, of campmeeting and the lusty 
shouting of brethren and sisters, swept 
them ooff their guard. in another sec- 
ond the entire prison rang with the 
notes and words of a song universal 
in its appeal, so generally is it known.

STRENGTH SHOWN. 
BY STOCK MARKET 


Tone Unmistakably Improved. 
Causes of Recent Slump 
Lose Influence. 


New. York, December 22.—Through 
periods of unusual depression, last 
week's stock market emerged into in- 
creased confidence and strength. De- 
spite the reaction as the week came 
to a close the tone of the market was 
unmistakably improved and the spe- 
cial causes of the recent unsettlement 
seemed to have lost their influence. 

The court decision in the anthracite 
merger case and the increase in the 
Reading dividend which followed’ later 
had a galvanic effect on stocks. Re- 
ports that Austria and Servia had get- 
tled their differences promised to re- 
move the most threatening condition 
in international relations abroad. The 
New York money market grew dis- 
tinctly clearer from the stock mar- 
ket liquidation, a return flow of bank 
cash from the interior and some heavy 
mid-monthly disbursements. 

The enormous figures of the Novem- 
ber exports demonstrated that: defer- 
ence to the greater need of foreign 
money markets alone precluded th: 
drawing of gold to New York. The 
urgency of foreign needs was manifest 
in the high rates of private discount 
and in the bidding by Berlin for credits 
in New York to carry over the end of 
the year at 8 per cent. 

This situation gave the impression 
that the ground is laid for a release 
after large resources to the New York 
financial markets with the passing of 
the present stringency abroad. Mean 
time the investment demand for bonds 
remains sluggish almost to the point 
of stagnation in spite of the prospect 
of January disbursements of dividends 
and interest in New York in excess of 
any previous record. 

The whole financial community, and 
especially the stock exchange, con- 
tinued perturbed by the investigation 
before the congressional committee at 
Washington. The facts elicited were 
not new to Wall street knowledge, bur 
fears were felt for their effect upon 
public opinion and their influence in 
shaping legislation. This feeling sub-

The Furness Liner, Florence Strikes 
the Rocks on the Coast of 
New Foundland.

HANGED NEAR ELBERTON, FOUND:

Athens, Ga., December 22.—(Special.) 
Skeletons of the six Tories captured at 
her dinner table and afterwards hang-, 
ed to trees near her home by Nancy 
Hart more than a century and a half 
ago, were unearthed last week by a 
squad of hands at work grading the 
Elberton and Eastern railroad. They 
were buried about three feet under the 
ground in what is known as the Heard 
field, near the mouth of Wanhatchi«¢ 
creek, some half a mile from where it 
empties into Broad river. The bones 
are all there, in a splendid state of

RUSSIAN TREATY 
DEAD JANUARY 1 


For First Time in 80 Years U.S, 
and Russia Will Be With- 
out Trade Agreement. 


Washington, December 22.—The ter- 
mination of the Russian treaty, abro- 
gated by congress because of Russia's 
attitude upon the passport question, 
which becomes effective January 1, 
leaves the two nations, for the first 
time in eighty years, without an agree- 
ment to govern their trade relations 
and presents a situation unprecedented. 

Except as a consequence of war, the 
United States has never before under- 
taken to continue on friendly terms 
with another nation in the absence of 
any treaty relations after it has once 
enjoyed that connection. Naturally the 
great business interests of both coun- 
tries have displayed the greatest 
anxiety to know upon what footing 
they may continue their. operations 
after December 31. But so far as the 
Washington government is concerned, 
it has not been able to secure such 
enlightenment and officials have been 
obliged to deny requests for special 
information from inquirers. 

The result of many months’ careful 
consideration of the subject has left 
the officials themselves in the dark 
except as to the broad conclusion that 
the status quo so far as it relates to 
trade may remain unchanged, provided 
that neither country does anything 
that might be regarded as discrimina- 
tory against the other. 

It appears that the sole effect of the 
termination of the treaty as to the 
United States, so far as can be now 
forecast, will be to deprive Russian 
consuls of the right to administer es- 
tates of Russians dying in America 
and to deal’ with disputes between the 
captains and crews of Russian vessels 
in American ports. The great vvl- 
ume of trade between the two coun- 
tries, which, according to the figures 
of the bureau of trade relations, ag- 
gregates this calendar year about $50,- 
000,000, is expected to remain unim- 
paired, though there are some Iindica- 
tions that the Russian government 
contemplates some changes in its tariff 
laws that may unfavorably affect the 
importation of agricultural implements, 
machinery, hardwares and perhaps cot- 
ton So long as these increases are 
of general application, however, ani 
are not directed specifically against 
American products, they can not be 
regarded as discrimininatory and as 
warranting retaliatory measures.

Domination of Railroads 


Conant, in His Annual Report, Says 


Railroads Have Destroyed Water 
Competition. 


FEATURES OF CONANT’S RE- 
PORT. 

Railroad companies and steam- 
ship combinations control the reg- 
ular domestic steamship lines of 
the United States, destroying much 
competition. 

Water lines’ along Atlantic and 
gulf coasts to large extent are aux- 
iliaries or subsidiaries of railroads. 

New Haven system charged with 
attempting to suppress competition 
on Long Island sound. 

New Haven system and the East- 
ern Steamship company, in which 
the railroad is a stockholder, control 
New York city-New England traf- 
fic. 

Southern Pacific is declared to 
have shown a disposition to restrict 
Steamship competition on the At- 
lantic coast. 

Railroads own the important 
through passenger and package 
freight lines on the Great Lakes, 

Some competition on the Pacific 
coast, but railroad control also ts 
found there. 

Important hard coal fleets on 
north Atlantic coasts owned by few 
Sreat anthracite rallroads. 

Railroads control 90 per cent of 
mileage of private canals, and have 
caused many such waterways to be 
abandoned. 

Westbound business on Erie canal 
virtually controlled by railroads, 
and eastbound business has been 
Jargely diverted to the railroads. 

Further federal regulation of 
joint rail and water traffic sug- 
gested. 


Washington, December 22.—Railroad 
companies and steamship combinations 
control the regular steamship lines of 
the United States and have destroyed 
competition on many of the water 
highways of commerce, declares Luth- 
er Conant, Jr., commissioner of cor- 
porations, in a report to President Taft 
today. 

The revelations of the report, based 
upon an extensive investigation, force 
upon the federal government, says the 
commissioner, the consideration of fur- 
ther regulation of joint rail and water 
traffic. 

In practically all the coast waters of 
the country, it is declared, railroad or 
steamship consolidations dominate wa- 
ter transportation. Their control of 
both through passenger and package- 
freight trade is especially striking, 
says Commissioner Conant. on the At- 
lantic and gulf coasts and on the great 
lakes. Water lines along the easte:n 
seaboard, he adds, have become to a 
large extent auxiliaries or subsidiaries 
of railroads. While competition exists 
in greater measure on the Pacific 
coast, the commissioner points out im- 
portant instances of railroad control 
there. 

It is a striking fact, says Commis- 
sioner Conant, that between a number 
of the more important ports on the 
Atlantic and gulf coast there is only 
a single regular service. 

The New Haven system, it is 
charged, “has pursued a determined 
policy of suppressing any effective 
competition on Long Island sound and 
several, at least, of its recent acquisi- 
tions must be charged as due to this 
policy.” Elimination of competition 
also Was an important factor, says 
Commissioner Conant, in the New 
Haven’s purchase of a majority in- 
terest in the Merchants and Miners’ 
Transportation company.

The Southern Pacific likewise is de- 
clared to have shown “a disposition to 
restrict competition’ 
coast, although its steamship lines 
“are really a water extension of that 
company’s rail lines.” In uadition, the 
report says, “the control of the Seuth- 
ern Pacific by the Union Pacific (re- 
cently dissolved by the United States 
supreme court) obviously tended to 
limit the importance of competition by 
the Southern Paciiic’s rail and water 
route.” 

Central of Georgia Named. 

The railroads controlling the gr: it- 
est tonage of steamship Bines, accord- 
ing to Mr. Conant, are the New Haven 
system, Union Pacific-Southern Pa- 
cific, the Pennsylvania, New York Cen- 
tral and Central of Georgia 

Nearly all the important anthracite 
fleets on the north Atlantic coasts, 
the commissioner says, are owned by 
a few great anthracite railroads. 

A number of the principal canals of 
the country have been abandoned or 
fallen into disuse, the report declares, 
because of radlroad influence. 

“The conditions here set forth,” says 
Mr. Conant; “cannot tail to command 
attention. So far as the eastern part 
of the country is concerned, water 
lines have to a large extent became 
auxiliaries or subsidiaries of railroads. 
These conditions force consideration 
of the polcy to be adopted toward 
such water carriers Since water com- 
petition has in considerable measure 
been restricted by railroad contro] of 
water lines, this fact must be taken 
account of. The interstate commerce 
commission has by recent legislation 
secured a considerable increase in 
jurisdiction over joint rail-and-water 
traffic, particularly with respect to 
the establishment of joint frail-and- 
water rates and the equtable division 
of such rates between the co-carriers. 
This is a matter of vital rmportance 
If there is to be any successful at- 
temot to increase competition in do- 
mestic water traffic it seems certain 
that such joint rate arrangements 
should be far more generally estab- 
lished than at present. Since joint 
through rates are almost invariably 
less than the sum of the local rates, a 
steamship lhine deprived of the advan- 
tage of a joint rate arrangement with 
railroads on an equitable basis is prac- 
tically unable to compete with a rival 
enjoying it.” :

In most 
instances railroads own practically all 
the stock of the-separately incorporat- 
ed water lines which they control.” 


Community of Interest. 


Of the traffic not dominated by rail- 
roads along the eastern seaboard; the 
gSreat bulk, adds the report, is con- 
trolled by two important steamship 
consolidations, the Atlantic, Guif and 
West Indies steamship lines and the 
Eastern Steamship corporation. With 
a few exceptions the constituent com- 
panies of these consolidations wer 
formerly subsidiaries of the Consoli- 
dated Steamship lines, organized by 
Charles W. Morse, and which col- 
lapsed in 1907. 

While there appears to be no inter- 
ownership of stock between these two 
steamship consolidations, Mr. Conant 
adds, they have several directors in 
common indicating a considerable 
community of interest, 

On the Great Lakes all the import- 
ant through passenger and package 
freight lines, it is declared, are owned 
by railroads. In the local package 
freight traffic there are a large num- 
ber of independent water carriers. Sev- 
eral of the principal lake fleets hand- 
ling ore, coal and lumber, it is said, 
are under the control of important in- 
dustrial concerns, the largest being 
the Pittsburg Steamship company, con- 
trolled .by the United States Steel cor- 
poration. 

On the Pacific coast the comatiis- 
Sioner found independent steamship 
lines forming an important factor in 
the coastwise trade, but said several] 
water lines were under railroad con- 
trol, instancing the interest of the 
‘Union Pacific-Southern Pacific in. the 
' Pacific Mail and the San Francisco and 
, Portland Steamship company. The 
Southern Pacific also controls a- fleet 
of oil vessels, belonging to the Asso- 
ciated Oil company, he adds. 

Steamboat lines on the Mississippi 
river, Mr. Conant says, have largely 
succumbed to railroad competition or 
natural difficulties. The great bulk of 
bituminous coal, the principal item of 
traffic today on the Ohio and Missis- 
sippi rivers is handled, he adds, by a 
single industrial line—the Mononga- 
hela River Consolidated Coal and Coke 
company, controlled by the Pittsburg 
Coal company. 


Railroads Control Canals. 


Railroads now control, continues Mr. 
Conant, about 90 per cent of the mile- 
age of the few private canals still in 
operation. 

“On the Erle canal, 
portant artificial wdaterwa in the 
country,” says the oesnmianioder, “the 
westbound business has virtually pass- 
ed under the control of railroads, 


the most im- 


ly diverted from the canal by the re- 
peated reductions in rail rates, rate ar- 
rangements and railroad control of 
terminal facilities.

Dr. Ogden Preaches on the Cost of 
Preparation for 
War. 


Analyzing the problem of universal 
peace, Dr." Dunbar Ogden declared in 
his sermon at the Central Presbyterian 
church Sunday night that the world 
could never attain through peace so- 
cleties and tribunals the goal of in- 
ternational peace, but that it could 
only be attained through a change in 
the hearts of men—a deepening of 
character and the elimination of per- 
sonal strife. 

“The United States is paying 70 per 
cent of her national income toward 
the support of war,” he satd. “This ap- 
palling fact is not realized over the 
nation or we would rise up and pro- 
test. Every great nation is spending 
more all the time. England, burdened 
already ‘to the limit, is building more 
battleships. And why? Because Ger- 
many is building more and she has 
to keep up. If all, or half, of these 
enormous sums were put into the 
training of young men and the build- 
ing of character, how much more 
would it be worth to the world! 

“But tthe hatred and strife that ex- 
ists in the personal relations of men 
is the main support for the warlike at- 
titude of nations. The reason that 
there is not peace and harmony among 
the ranks of the people is largely be- 
cause the people haven't confidence in 
the authority of our government. We 
need to build for civic righteousness, 
in order that there may be more civic 
peace. In the final analysis, the prob- 
lem of the unrest of the world, the 
disquietude of life, the conflict and 
bitterness on every hand, will find 
its eventual solution in tne making of 
the heart of man right with God. We 
will never have perfect peace until we 
have a foundation of righteousness,”

BREAKS RECORDS 


| | , 
Imports and Exports for 1912 
Heaviest in the History 

of United States. 


Washington, December 22.—The for- 
elgn trade of the United States in 1912 
will exceed all previous records. Fig- 
ures just compiled by the bureau of 
Statistics, department of commerce 
and labor, indicate that the imports of 
the year will approximate $1,800,000,- 
000, against $1,563,000,000 in 1919, 
which was the former high record year 
for imports, and that the exports will 
aggregate $2,400,000,000, against $2,- 
093,000,000 in the former high record 
year for exports, 1911. The calendar 
year also will break all records in 
the value of both imports and exports. 
The inerease in imports occurred 
especially in manufactures and raw ma- 
terial, which, for the ten months for 
which figures are available, amounted 
to $523,873,088, against $421,503,273 in 
th same months of last year. The in- 
crease occurred especially in hides and 
skins, which show a gain of $33,.000.- 
000; rubber about $20,000,000: wool 
over $15,000,000 and fibres $10,000,000. 
In foodstuffs imports of coffee show- 
ed an increase of $31,000,000 and sugar 
$23,000,000. Exports of cotton for the 
eleven months of 1912 amounted to 
$531,000,000, against $440,000,000 for 
the same months in 191}. 

Wheat exports for the period prob- 
ably will amount to $100,000,000, ex- 
ceeding by about $20,000,000 the rec- 
ord of last vear.

Meet ng May Determins Con- 
ect for Meyer Pro Tem, 


Poultry and Dirt Ordinances Will Be 
Pushed---To Consider Construc- 
tion Reorganization. 


A forecast of the probable “lineup” 
of Atlanta's 1913 council will be pos- 
sible after the meeting, this afternoon. 
when the old administration will have 
its final hearing. 

Three reform measures, one of which 
is an ordinance Alderman Arthur H. 
Wan Dyke will introduce to regulate 
the sale of poultry, will probably de- 
termine the contest between Alder- 
man James R. Nutting and James E. 
Warren, candidates for mayor pro-tem. 

The other measures which will make 
sweeping reforms is the ordinance by 
Councilman Charles W. Smith, chair- 
man, providing for the method of re- 
organizing the construction depart- 
ment and the ordinance Councilman 
Orville Hall has framed as a substitute 
to the repealed “dirt spilling’ meas- 
ure. 

Nuatting Blocked Van Dyke. 

The poultry ordinance did not get 
to covncil last Monday, because Aij- 
derman Nutting would not give nis 
consent. His refusal to give Alderman 
Van Dyke - chance to get it read be- 
fore adjournment, precipitated one of 
the livilest tilts witnessed on the floor 
of council, and brought from Mr. Van 
Dyke the emphatic declaration of war 
againet Nutting and his candidacy. 

“I didn’t think a member of council 
would so far forget himself as to ob- 
ject to another member introducing a 
measure of vital interest to the peo- 
ple.” Alderman Van Dyke declared. 
“It was a show of discourtesy that I 
cannot forget, and I'l] let Mr. Nutting 
know that he cannot poke at me and 
get away with it. 

“T am going to give my entire sup- 
port to Alderman Warren.” 

Dirt Ordinance a Test. 

The dirt spilling ordinance will be 
a conclusive test of the relative 
streneth of the Woodward and the 
anti factions. 

The ordinance was repealed for the 
benefit of Alderman James Maddox, 
of the fifth, who remained loyal to 
Chambers when the crematory fight 
was before the aldermanic board. The 
ordinance was drawn by the streerc 
committee for no other purpose than to 
relieve Alderman Maddox, who is a 
hauling contractor, from molestation 
by the sanitary department. 

When counci! was abort to adjourn, 
last Monday, Councilmen Hail asked 
Alderman John E. McClelland to ipn- 
troduce it. Councilman Chambers fili- 
bustered vntil a motion to adjourn was 
made. Ten members of the general 
council were in the hall when the vote 
was taken, five voting for and five 
against. Mayor Pro Tem Candler voted 
with Councilman Chambers and broke 
the tie. 

Blocking Two Aldermen. 

Members of council who are neutral 
say that there has been a concerted 
effort to prevent Aldermen MeClellard 
and Van Dyke getting “anything over.” 
That accounts for the failure of the 
dirt ordinance to get before council. 

With all members of the general 
council in their seats, and with new 
members and Mayor-elect Woodward 
looking on. the battle between the two 
elements will be interesting. 

Councilman Harvey Hatcher, chair- 
man of the street committee, has been 
organizing opposition to some of the 
reforms proposedyby the committee ap- 
pointed tc make a change in the con- 
struction department. 

Charles W. Smith, chairman of the 
reorganization committee, says Chief 
R. M. Clayton should be retired on a 
pension. 

Say Clayton Should Resign. 

Opponents of Chief Clayton declare 
that he should resign in favor of some 
more active man, 

A majority of council members are 
inclined to let the ordinance go over 
until the first meeting of the new coun- 
eil. 

The ord'nance regulating the park- 
ing of autos on Whitehall street will 
probably go over to the 1913 council. 
The special committee appointed to 
confer with merchants will submit its 
report before adjvurnment. 

Mayor-elect Woodward carried his 
point by having the oppointment of a 
smoke inspector to succeed Pau! Me. 
Michael, resigned, deferred until he 
takes his seat. He has declared him- 
self as strongly opposed to the ercn- 
solidation of the office of inspector 
with that of city electrician, and It is 
hinted that he is seeKing to have J. 
J. Fivnn put in the place. 

Smoke Board Wants $16,000. 

The smoke board will ask the 1913 
council to appropriate $16,000 for the 
smoke department, $1,100 of which wil] 
be paid anuually for an assistant. 

Alderman Warren is understood to 
have pledges from eighteen members 
of the new council, three more than is 
necessary to elect him. 

Atthouysh Alderman Warren opnosed 
Mayor-elect Woodward on the crema- 
tory project, the two have about 
patched vp their differences, and the 
third ward representative wil) have a 
margin on his opponent for that rea- 
son. 

Alderman Nutting is still optimistic 
ever his chances of Sins elected mav- 
or prv tem. He says that pledees suf- 
ficient to elect him have been assured.

Answer—I suggest, first, that the 
churning Was probably attempted at 
too low a temperature of the milk 
(clabber). In cool weather the tem- 
perature at the beginning of the 
churning should be from 60 to 65 de- 
grees, and sometimes even higher, in 
order to bring the butter in from 30 
to 40 minutes. A regular dairy ther- 
mometer should alwavs Le at hand and 
invariably used before commencing to 
churn. If the clabber is at a tempera- 
ture below 60 degrees it should be 
warmed up—not by pouring hot water 
into the churn, but by setting the 
churn containing the clabber in a tub 
or other vessel *containing . warm 
water. Then stir the contents of tie 
churn gently until the mass has reach- 
ed a temperature of not less than 60 
degrees. 

Next, the mixing together of the 
cream (Or whole milk) from more than 
one or two days’ milkings is apt tv 
give trouble, beeanse of the uneven 
ripening of the different messes. 

Again, the bad taste of the butter- 
milk tndicates that some oveculliar fer- 
mentation has taken nlace instead: of 
the normal change, which We eall nor- 
mal, and this abnormal fermentation 
is doubtless due to want of proper 
care in the handling and scalding of 
the several utensils with which th 
milk comes in contact. 

The remedy for this is a thorough 
cleaning up of evervthing In the place 
where the milk is kept and then have 
ready a pint or so of nice buttermilk 
procured from a neighbor who has n° 
such trouble, a pint for each gallon of 
the mi'k to be set aside for rivening 
Put this sound buttermilk into th: 
freshly drawn and strained milk. 

Sometimes the taint comes from the 
stable or stall where the cow stands 
to be fed or to be milked. 

I am inelined to believe that you~ 
trouble is mainiv due to churning at 
too low temperature. 

Another svu¢gestion: Difficult ehurn- 
ing is sometimes due to feeding con- 
stantly on drv feed, or the absence 
of some succulent food. such as silage,

WANTS A HIGH-GRADE FERTILIZER 


HLL Steed, Pelham, Ga.—I notice in 
Oetober issue of The Constitution your 
‘able on acid and potash. Your idea 
of fertilizers is what I have advocated 
for many years. We get too mueh 
vorthlees stuff and will always be that 
way until we have a law to stop tt. 
The question I want to ask vou is this: 
I want to use a hign-grade guano an- 
My land is old, pebble, 
with clay subsoil. It meeds a great 
deal of potash, I think. How would 
this do: 1,200 pounds 16 per cent acid, 
240 pounds muriate potash and 600 
pounds cotton seed meal to the ton? 
If this will not do please give me a 
formula of a high-grace more especial- 
ly of potash. 

Answer—The editorial, “Acid and 
Muriate v. Acid and Kainit,” In the 
issue of October 22, to waich you prob- 
ably refer, contains no new or lately 
conceived ideas about fertilizers. I 
have for many years held and taught 
the identical views therein presenté4. 

Your proposed formula, viz: 1,299 
pounds 16 per cent acid, 600 pounds 
cotton seed meal (standard) and 240 
pounds of muriate of potash which, by 
the way, adds up 2,040 pounds instead 
of a ton would analyze about: 10.20-- 
1.84—6.38. I think it is too low in ni- 
trogen (for cotton) and rather high in 
potash. I would prefer to increase the 
quantity of standard cotton meal to 300 
or 1,000 pounds. Possibly the potash is 
not too much if the cotton rusts badly 
with a smaller quantity. 

Have you never seen my editorial of 
last January on “Fertilizer Formulas ” 
I will send you a copy. I should add 
that you cannot get a very high grade 
when using cotton seed meal, but that 
is not at all necessary, as you do not 
have to pay freight on that ingredient 
unless you have put in a minimum of 
nitrogen. Of course a 10.20—1.84—6.38 
is quite a nigh grade hecause the chigt 
ingredients are high grade.

The Missionary a Real Fighter 


(From the Century Magazine for Jan- 
uary.) 

Sheer and unadorned simplicity 
marks the character and equipment of 
lslams most iormidable individual ad- 
versary, Rev. Samuel M. Zwemer, D.D., 
writes William T. Ellis in the January 
Century. He presents a contrasted 
picture of a lone Knight errant «ho 
has become leader of a hope no longer 
forlorn. Twenty years ago he Was 
only one more of “those missionaries,” 
a big-boned, somewhat crude Dutch- 
man from the wilds of Michigan, hark- 
ing straight trom Hope vcoilege and 
New Brunswick seminary to AraDia, 
where he opened the Arabian mission 
of the Dutch Reformed church. The 
west for daring hard things must have 
been in the blood, for he was born 
to the puritanism of a Calvinistic 
clergyman’s home. While yet a stu- 
dent, he joined issue with the com- 
monly accepted idea of the missionary 
folk that it is In vain to attempt mis- 
sions among the Moslems of ArabDu.a. 
The romance of the desert had cast 
its spell upon his imagination. Then 
was born in his heart that great pas- 
sion to win Islam for the cross. 

He learned to know Arabia at first 
hand, being stationed at Bosra, Bah- 
rein, and elsewhere, having crossed 
the Oman peninsula, and having twice 
penetrated into the Yemen, and into 
Hassa. His zeal was imparted to 
others, and the mission that he began 
has steadily grown until at the pres- 
ent time the University of Michigan, 
in co-operation with the Dutch Re- 
formed churoh, is maintaining mis- 
sions at various points in Arabia. 
«wemer’s own brother was one of hie 
recruuts, and his life was sacrificed 
to the cause. 

It has sometimes seemed to persons 


who have heard Zwemer’s terrific in- 
dictments of islam betore great audi- 
ences of men that his militancy par- 
took somewhat of the nature of a 
personal vendetta. He has reason to; 
have a blood feud with the followers | 
of the provuhet. I openly taxed him 
with this one day, but the idea seem- 
ed new to him. He mused over it 
quizzically for a minute, as if in in- 
trospection, and then he slowiy shook 
his head and said: “I don’t think so. 
I want to help the Moslems.” Certainly 
he has made sacrifices for them to a 
point that the world would count 
quixotic. Although only 45 years old, 
he has worked harder, traveled far- 
ther and drunk more deeply of hfe 
than most world citizens. He has 
looked death in the eyes without 
blinking. His courage is the courage 
of experience, and not of i-norance. 
While still a private in the mussion- 
ary ranks, he organized the first con- 
ference of Christian missionaries, 
among Moslems, held at Cairo in 1906. 
He was the leader in the work of the 
Edi@burgh Missionary conference upon 
the subject of Islam. He planned and 
led the third conference upon Moslem 
missions, held in Lucknow a little less 
than two years ago. These confer- 
ences have been real councils of war, 
and in recent years their influence 
has tinged the book&’, newspapers, ser- 
mons and conventions of all Christen- 
dom. Before this he had spent a term 
in America as student volunteer secre- 
and nearly all the institutions 
of higher learning in this country 
have heard his plea for the Moslem 
world. The militant note in his ad- 
dress touched a responsive chord in 
cme hearts of young men, and there 
are scores of workers in the foreign 
mission field who can say, “Zwemer 
sent me here.”

According to the newspaners, Schrank 
showed keen disappointment in rot 
being allowed to pose ag a martyr, ta 
the satisfaction of hig paranoiac deiu- 
sions and the inspiration of other tn- 
sane cranks. The entire procedure, 
says The Journal of the American Med- 
ical association, is in gratifying con- 
trast to some of our “celevrated” mur- 
der trials ang is an unanswerable re- 
piy to the argument that such spec- 
tacles are necessary to protect indi- 
vidual rights Or are unavoidable un- 
der our laws. Judge A. C. Backus, 
the trial judge, deserves the approva- 
tion of all good citizens, ang especially 
vf all practitioners of medicine and 
law, since it is on these two profes- 
sions that the s.andal and disgrace 
of the abuses of exnert testimony have 
fallen most heavily. 


Political Graft v. Rivers and 


Harbors. 

To date we have spent oved half a 
billion dollars in-improving the rivers 
and harbors of the United States, 
writes Hubert Bruce Fuller in the 
January Century. The greater part of 
this sum has been thrown away, with 
nothing to show for its expenditure. 
This is due to the attitude of politl- 
cians, who are less interested in tlie 
waterway development than in the dis- 
tribution of public money in their own 
congressional bailiwicks, and before 
whom the “pork barrel” habitually 
looms large. 

This has been accomplished Ly meth- 
ods which are monstrous. The amount 
to be appropriated in any one year for 
our rivers and harbors ts first decided 
upon. This then becomes a fund upon 
which members of congress may draw 
to aid in their campaigns for re-elec- 
tion: that is to say, it is distributed 
not in accordance with the needs of 
the country, but rather according to 
the demands of congressmen who w'sh 
to cajole their constituents by the im- 
provement of local streams, however 
worthless. 

For example, in the general river 
and harbor act of 1919. 296 out of the 
391 congressional districts of the Unit- 
ed States receiveq an anvronriation. 
The $52,000,000 carried in that b‘ll was 
regarded as a political fund to be eir- 
culated in different parts of the coun-’° 
try rather than to be apnlled to the 
needs of waterways. Senator Tillman 
with characteristic frankness, once 
said, “The whole scheme of river !m- 
provement is a humbue and a steal.” 
But, as he declared. every member of 
congress wants “a finer in the ple.” 

The result has been ludicrous and 
shameful. Streams have been imvroved 
where the only practical effect has 
Leen to construct channels where the 
indigenous fish might more freely dis- 
port themselves. Monev has beer 
wasted on creeks and streams far from 
centers of trade and without any ves- 
tizge of commerce, while we have ne- 
glected the great water arteries of the 
country where commerce does exist or 
mieht be created.

There is then 
no question that it is highly desirable 
to keep these people at home, but if 
the state board of health were to in- 
stitute a quarantine it would have to 
bear the burden of the entire expense, 
which, in‘the present. state of its 
finances, would be out of the question. 
Such a quarantine could only be estab- 
lished following a& meeting of the 
board and the passage Of a resolution 
declaring it.
